Muir discloses a method and apparatus for interactively execute applications 
such as database programs located on another computer, an application execution 
server, on the network. While Muir discloses a client node, a network server node and 
an application execution server node interconnected by a communication link, but Muir 
fails to disclose a first virtual channel and a second virtual channel coupled to a remote 
desktop environment] Muir also fails to disclose that the first virtual channel receiving 
window attribute data, as recited by independent claims 19, and 35.
